■"THE Golden Horde of West Side exemplified its best season within the 
last four years. The Varsity was dominated by the seniors who placed 
three among the initial quintet and four among the reserves. The West Siders 
swept through the pre-season league with a 6-3 record, losing the trio by close 
margins. After dropping the first two games to Pittsford and Proctor, 
respectively, the Horde quintet went on to win its next six games in succes- 
sion, claiming Proctor and Pittsford once apiece, and Brandon and Fair Haven 
twice as their victims, Their winning streak was snapped when Burr & Burton 
came out on the long end of a 49-46 score. 

The Hordesmen then entered the Southern Vermont League in which they 
were predicted to share honors in the cellar, but their high spirit and deter- 
mination proved otherwise. In their first engagement of the season, the 
Hordesmen met the Red Raiders of Rutland who handed them their first loss 
by a 50-41 score. The Hincheymen then took to the road, playing four consecu- 
tive games away. Although dropping the first two games bv close margins 
to Bellows Falls and Bennington, respectively, the West Siders upset the always 
dangerous Colonels of Brattleboro 56-49 for their first win of the S.V.L. 
season. They then made it two in a row at the expense of the inexperienced 
Mounties of Mount Saint Joseph, downing them 58-52. The Horde then 
played host to Springfield by defeating them by a 63-59 marginal difference. 
Their three-game winning streak was snapped when the Yellow Jackets of 
Windsor downed the Horde 57-54. They repeated this performance in the 
Horde's next game when Windsor played host to the Hincheymen and walloped 
them 75-51. The Hincheymen then made it double wins over M.S.J, and 
Springfield, defeating them 63-44, and 41-40 respectively. They then bowed 
to Rutland and Bellows Falls by close margins. To complete the schedule the 
Hincheymen won their last two games by taking Bennington over the hurdles 
to a 63-44 thrashing and bv taking a nip and tuck battle away from Brattleboro,

Having qualified for the Class B semi-finals, the Horde entered the 
tourney, favored over the younger and less experienced Ludlow quintet, but 
determination and calmness proved advantageous for Ludlow. The Ludlowmen 
gathered up a ten point lead in the first three minutes of the game and increased 
it throughout the remaining quarters to wallop the West Siders.
